SEDAN'S ANNIVEKSABY. 

Celebrated With Less Enthusiasm to Avoid 
Irritating France. 

Bi;iii,iN, Supt. 2. — The anniversary of 
the Battle of Sedan was celebnited here 
I with much leea entbusiaam tbao usual, 
j the evident desire being to divest the 

1 annivcrBary of all elements irritating to 
1 Franco. I'laca were liyinK from llie 
j imblic biiil(lini,'8, and the school children 
were H'VL'ti a holiday, .Still smarling 
under the coinplution of llio Frant;o- 
Kussian alliance luoat of the luadini; 
German papers embraced tlie oi)por- 
tnnity to convey to FrancB a hint that 
she must abandon any idea of the 
restoration 01 Aleaco Lorraine. 

Tlie Ta^^eblatt eays that when Franco 
shall have learned to acciiatoin herself 
to thia irrevocable fact the celebration 
of Sedan day will be Bupertluoua. 

FRAN0E'Js~LOST PRO FIN CES . 

A LinEering Hope That They Kay Be 
Recovered. 

P.utLs, Sept. 2.— The attitude of the 
French PreBH and public towards Ger- 
many is distinctly more resolute than 
it was before tlio Franco- liueeian alli- 
ance was announced. Various minora 
concerning the govern meiit's intentioiia 
are in circulation, am 0111: others, one to 
the ell'ect that upon the re-a.«eeinbling 
of the Chamber of Deputies, iM. llaiiot- 
aux, minister of foreign atlairs, will 
make an important epeech on tiie sub- 
jeut of the alliance which will be in the 
nature of a manifesto, and will rorerba- 
rate throughout the ooiintry, and that 
the chamber will immeiliately adjourn 
without trnnDacting any further dusi- 
nesB. It is also reported that the gov- 
ernment intenda to dissolve tliu chamber 
and appeal to the country, in the asaiir- 
ance tliat the popularity of the Meline 
cabinet is so great that the whole oppo- 
sition will be swept away. The effer- 
vescence is partly due to tAe celebration 
of the anniversary of Sedan.

In Good Health and With Valuable 
Inform atiou They Reach 
Home Again. 



Their Obaervatioug "Will Make a 
Vast Change in Maps of 
Arctic Regions. 



LoKDON, Sept. 3— The British steamer 
Windward, having on boare tbe Jack- 
Bon-Harmaworth expedition, which has 
spent three winters near Cape I'lora, 
Franz Joseflsnd, arrived here to-day 
from Franz Josefland with Mr. F. C. 
Jackson and bis coUeasaes. All the 
members of the expedition are in good 
health. They report having explored 
Franz JoBeHaod thoroughly, with the ex- 
ception of some odd corners, lieforo the 
Windward sailed the quarters of the ex* 
pedttion at Elmwood were fastened up. 
JacksoQ left here a quantity of supplies 
in case the place is visited by Prof. An- 
drea or other explorers. Talking over 
hla experience, he said that since the 
Windward left Franx -Josefland last year 
with lix. Nanaea the winter had been 
less severe and less wintery than 
usual. Mr. Jackaon and Mr, Albert 
Amitage, nautical aetronomer of the ex- 
pedition, started on March IC with a 
pony and dog aledgea to explore the 
western portion of Franz Joeefland, 
They encountered boisterous weather, 
and at the end of tbe first month a ma- 
jority of the dogs and the pony suc- 
cumbed, tbe explorers being compelled 
to abandon all but the most esaential 
part of their equipment. 

The party followed the eoast line, 
sometimes on tbe sea ice and sometimea 
along ice-clad land bordering on Cam- 
bridge Bay. The constant mista which 
prevailed made the journey very liarasa- 
ing. They shot a bear, the only oiie 
Been, and having procured meat and 
blubber they returned to Elmwood in 
the middle of May, after meeting a party 
sent out to look for them, anxiety hav- 
ing hcen felt for their safety, as they 
were long overdue, 

A second expedition which went east- 
ward during the beginning of June was 
less succesaful, aa on the second day out 
the explorers lost a eledge through the 
thin sea ice and had a hazardous return 
joaruey. 

The result of these explorations, it is 
claimed, completely revolutionizes the 
old ideas of Franz Josefland and proves 
ttiAt tbe much dlscuesed Gillies land is 
not where Arctic geographers have been 
the habit of placing it, therefore it 
nifty be conBidered non-existent. The 
whole continental masa of land ia re- 
l)laced by a vast number of amall islands 
and the lofty niountaina by long ridged 
luminocka and ice-packs, while north of 
these arena have been found an 
open sea, which is the most open 
north aea in the whole world. 
Most valijable magnetic, meteoro- 
logical and geological obaervationa 
were matie and very valuable botanical 
and zoological collections were brought 
to England. The winter life of the ex- 
plorers was uneventful. There were 
about two hours twilight in the middle 
of the day from October to November, 
and from thence on it was total dark- 
ness until the end of February. Mem- 
bers of the expedition killed 1,400 loon 
(a web-footed bird found in the Northern 
regions) in the autumn, which provided 
niaplo Iresh meat. During the winter 
they caught 10 loon and 2'J kittiwakes (a 
bird of the gull kind) to which they fas- 
tened labels initialled " J "and liberat- 
ed them. The cold sometimes readied 
•ill degrees below zero and jumped 
up to 20 below freezing point. 
The members of the .Jackeon- 
Harmsworth expedition failed to 
see King Oecarland, and are convinced 
that there ia no great land northwest of 
I'ranz Joselland. They add that the ex- 
istence of Petermannland ia doubtful, 
and that land in any case must be small. 
These alterations in tbe map render tbe 
prospect of reaching the North Pole from 
Friii'z .ToBelland more than doubtful, as 
the returned explorers are satisfied that 
there in no Innil north of 82 degrees. 
They did not see anything of ProfesBor 
Andree, who starteil on July 11 from the 
Island of Tromaoein un attempt to croaa 
tlje North Pole hy balloon. Mr. Jackson 
annoimced lua intention of heading an- 
other Arctic expedition, this time on his 
own account. 



KLONDYKE IN ENGLAND. 

People Asked to Join an Expedition hy n 
Pretended Short and Secret Route. 

LosDOS, Sept. 3. — The Montreal Star 
cable from London says: Englishmen 

now returning from the Klondyke are 
carncHtly wnrning the i)iil)lic against an 
FiigliHli mail there. The Klondyke, .siiya 
oiu', ia a lottery. Tlie blanks are now 
one hundroil to one prize. Vet this 
man hua netted ■'f30,000. Ho returns to 
the coldlields in tlie spring. The papeia 
continue to warn iuveatora not to touch 
the Klondyke companies, but to extend 
their preference to Kootenay, where the 
returns are sure. The insurance com- 
panies are refusing to insure thoae going 
to Klondyke at any price unleaa they are 
going on a well-equipped expedition. 
The papers, however, publish advertise- 
ments inviting men with ,C250 to join an 
expedition by November by a short and 
secret route to tbe Northern gold re- 
gions. 



Three' Toronto Men Capture the Biff 
Prizes in the Governor- 
General's Mateli. 



Miller of British Columbia Has a 
f lace in the Team for 
Bisley. 



Ottaw.v, Sept. 3.— CSpeelal)— The in- 
terest at Rideau range to-day centred in 
the ahooting off for the Governor-Gen- 
eral's pri/.e. When the eligible hundred 
had completed their firing at the three 
ranges, it was found that three men 
from Toronto had tied for the three chief 
prizes of the meeting with scores of 93 
each. They were Davidson and McVit- 
tie, of the 4Sth Highlanders, and Wiii- 
datt, of the Koyal Grenadiers. In the 
ahootolFWindatt came out first with a 
score ot 20 ; Davidson, 15, and McVittie 
14. The prizes are if2oU, .'floO and $100, 
but the three men had & private ar- 
rangement among themselves to divide 
up, no matter what the result. There 
was a great crowd on the range when 
the men were firing, and immediately 
after the Governor-General's prize was 
decided the ceremony of firing the laat 
shot took place. 

Hon. Mr, Mulock had the honor. He 
Sred three shots, his Srst being a miss, 
bis second a magpie and last a bnllseye. 
He was greatly cheered at hitting the 
bulleeye, although some Bceptical people 
in the crowd were inclined to the belief 
that the marker had been squared. 

God Save the Queen was sung by the 
gathering and then the Dominion rifle- 
men saw the last of Hideau range for a 
year.

The Canadian 
newspapers are evidently bent ui)on stir- 
ring up trouble, and they are seemingly 
helped by correspondents from this side. 
It really does not matter to me. I have 
simply been carryint; out the laws of the 
country as they are laid down in ttie stat' 
ute books, but in this i)artiunliu caeo they 
lire away olf their guard. There ia no 
Wilson recorded in niy books of de- 
portations, and if ho lost his job on this 
eide, even if any such man existed, it 
was because ho was discharged, and not 
because his case was brought before me. 
The man who says he interviewed me 
asked two or three questions away last 
February. Out of my answers, which 
were of the Hhortesl possible character, 
lie made a column anti a half, wliilo all I 
said would not liavo made ten lines."

"DI.iNA'S" CLOSE CALL. 

Hudson's Bay Exploration Nearly Brought 
to an Abrupt Finish. 

St. John's, Nfld., Sept. 3.— A letter 
received here to-day from the crew of 
whaler Diana, which was conveying the 
Dominion government scientific expedi- 
tion to aurvey and explore Hudson 
strait and Hudson bay, report that the 
steamer was nearly lost on July 4. The 
vessel was caught in the heavy pack ice 
which ripped lier sides, throwinj,' up her 
decks and breaking her rudder. The ship 
continued in this condition four days and 
thecrew, fearing that she would sink, 
placed a supply of provisians and cloth- 
ing in the boats and got the latter upon 
the ice, later intending to make their 
way towards the land and then proceed 
southward along tho Labrador coast so 
that they should be picked up by a New- 
foundland mail steamer. Fortunately 
the ship escaped a heavy fiquceze and 
when the ice opened "did not leak. But 
for the fact that tho Diana is the best of 
the Newfoundland whaling fleet she 
would never have withatood the pres- 
sure.

Chicago, Sept. 3.— Ruaaell D. Ward, 

who created a sensatioa a short time 
ago by eloping with the wife of million- 
aire John Bradbury, ol Los Angeles, 
Gala., committed suicide some time dur- 
ing the early morninR by throwinf? him- 
selt from a Chicago Northwestern rail- 
way train. The fact was not Icnovrn un- 
til hours later, and as the result of a 
search, which was begun immediately, 
tho body was found at Wheallnuda.Iowa. 
It ia not known at exactly what hour 
Ward leaped irom the train, but accord- 
ing to Oonduetoi Calloway, the act was 
committed after three o'clock thia morn- 
ing. Ward was evidently insane when he 
threw himself out of the car window. 
He had been acting peculiarly for the 
fjreater part of the tiip, ami frecpiently 
sent telet^raiii.i to all parlaof thecountry. 
Ward waa an lOnj^liabnian, lie was 
married and had a large family in Eng- 
land. A flhort time afjo he visited I.OB 
AuKL-les, Califuruia, where he met and 
eloped with the wife of John Bradbury, 
tho millionaire. Laler ]\lra. Ltradbury 
left Wartl and waa forgiven by her hus- 
band. Ward, who waa placed under ar- 
rest at San Francisco, was diecharged on 
August 20th, and left for New York pre- 
sumably to join his wife and family in 
England. 



TO FIGHT APBIDIS. 

General Lockhart Has Gone to Take Com- 
mand on the Frontier. 

London, Sept. 3.— Confirmation liaa 
been given to the report that the govern- 
ment has sanctioned the sending of a 
large expedition agaiust the Afridis. It 
is reported that General Lockhart, com- 
mander-in-chief ill the I'unjab, will be 
recalled from England, where lie hae 
been on furlougli, to command the ex- 
IMidition. General Lockliart left lirin- 
disi, Italy, to-day on his way 
to India, where he will arrive 
in good time to command the ex- 
pedition, which will be ready to move 
in about a fortnight hence, General 
Lockhart's reputation for military abil- 
ity and skill on border warfare, which is 
great, will tend to overawe the tribea- 
tnen who have taken part in the up- 
rising. 

BoMBAV, Sept. 3.— Little news has 
l)een received here regarding the situa- 
tion on the frontier. The expedition to 
Tirah will invade the country of the 
Afridis by several different routee. The 
tribesmen in the vicinity of Jamrud are 
increasing in numbers and threatening 
an attack. 



THE DANQEEODS COAST 

Of Scotland Adds SeTeral More Victims to 
Her Thousands. 

LosiJON, Sejit. 3. — News has been re- 
ceived here of the loss of four lives off 
the coast of Scotland. Four skifTs left 
l<"air lele, between tho Orkney and Shet- 
land islands, on Thursday, to barter pro- 
duce svitli iiassing veseela. The skidd 
were overtaken I ly a gale, and but two 
succeeded in returning ealely. The 
other two were iniBeiiig tlirougliout the 
night, but one was found in the morn- 
ing. In it were the bodies of four men, 
and ila other three occupants were al- 
most dead from esposure. The remain- 
ing boat has not been seen, and it is evi- 
dent that the occupants have all been 
drowned.

The senate amendment to "section 22 
amended the house section by striking 
out the words *' Or any act of congreee " 
in the conditional clause, which is the 
iiiodillcation of i 111 iiortanci' that is 
caus-iii}.! the nR)aL conlroven^y. " 

.Mail)' iiapera in coniiiieu ting on the 
eeclioii asi^iiinu that the ronferi'iiccH in- 
serted thia ainenilnUMit and j)ri)ceeded 
to coniineiit on what they call a trick in 
the dark, eti;. Tlie fact is, howi^vcr, 
thai thin iimeiidmeiit was ailiijited in 
open eeiinte. The ollii^r amend luent, it 
now eeeiiiH, waa arlopted by tho confer- 
ences Biinplvto prevent an evaaioo of the 
f-ection by the landing of foreign mer-

Victoria. 



A Large Coutiusrent, Iiicliuliug' Lord 
Kelviu, Will Be Here 
To-Niffht. 



When, thirteen years ago, the niem- 
bera of the British Associi'.tion congre- 
gated in Montreal, the idea of a journey 
to the extreme West of the Dominion 
vrovid have been regarded as an under- 
taking; MrMch even the moat adventurous 
of. that august body of ecientista would 
think twice of before undertalcing. Per- 
haps no stronger evidence of the growth 
of this important, albeit outlying, por- 
tion of the vast empire which has this 
year celebrated an epoch-making era in 
its history, could be aSorded, than is 
furnished in the consideration which the 
altered conditions existing in 1S;)7 must 
present to those who formed a part of 
the gathering which took placo in Mon- 
treal in 18»4. 

Conveyed across the continent in 
palace cars, passing through a country 
which then was considered almost a 
trackless wilderness to a region which at 
that time was disposed of by the phrase 
" a eea of mountains," those men who 
to-day are revelling in the diversified 
attractions which iJritish Columbia has 
to offer for the student of geology, bot- 
any, natural liiatory, and indeed all the 
branches of knowledge which are in- 
cluded in tlie viist scope of the foremost 
scientific association of the world, must 
have had Ijrought home to them tlie 
reality that as in Nature, so in the ever 
advancing development of the Empire, 
progress is the ruling and predominant 
future. 

.So at least think the gentlemen who 
constitute the advance guard of the 
British association which arrived in tlie 
city last evening, and which is registered 
at the Driard. 

Professor Frederick Orpen Bower, Sc. 
D. (CombOi F- Tl- ^-i eminent 
Botanist and is Regius Professor of iluit 
science in the Glasgow University. His 
" A Course of practical instruction in 
botany" and "Practical botany for 
beginners," are regarded as being among 
the most valuable contributions to the 
literature of that science. 

Dr 

Professor Braun, of Munich, complete 
the party. The former has made a 
special study of a branch of science to 
which comparatively little attention is 
paid by students of what may be termed 
" ordinary" scientific subjects, " Terres- 
trial Magnetism," and can furnish the 
average man more food for thought in a 
few brief moments than the said average 
man can digest in a month. 

Amongst the lirsc arrivals, Professor 
William Herdman D.Sc, F.R.S., who 
is regarded as an authority in his par- 
ticular branch of science, natural his- 
tory, deserves special mention. A mem- 
be- of the "Challenger" expedition, 
president of tlie zoological section of the 
association, demonstrator of zoology in 
Edinburgh University, Mr. Hardiiian 
has stored away in the recesses of a 
mind trained by long jiractico to the re- 
ception and retention of pcientitic facts, 
more iatoruiation than the average man 
can aiicumulate in a life time. Born in 
Edinburgh, Sept. S, ISoS, and educated 
at the university there, the Professor 
has, in the comparatively brief period 
since his graduation in ISTiJ, enriched 
the scientific world with contributions 
which are regarded as text books in tiis 
special department. His three-volume 
report upon the Tunicata, collected dur- 
ing the Challenger expedition, is a work 
which many would consider a creation 
of a liietiiiie. Mr. Hardman is accom- 
l^anieil bv his wife and both are charmed 
with thefr trip out to British Columbia. 

Speaking of the journey to British 
Coluinbiu tbo scientists were enthusi- 
astic last evening. The flora of the dis- 
tricts passed en route have furnished 
Professor Herdman with much interest- 
ing knowledge, and he has enriched an 
almost already invaluable collection 
with upwards of a hundred botanical 
specimens which will add very much to 
the cliarni of his visit to the Dominion. 

One phenomenon which has brought 
home to the visiting scientists a realiza- 
tion of the fact that they are in a new 
land, is that which they have observed 
in the irregularity of the tides upon the 
coast, and which Professor Herdman 
avers will hamper them somewhat in 
the particular branch of work they 
wislied to follow up. liut the jjlienom- 
enoii itself will furnisii information to 
these gentlemen who find "sermons in 
stones, books in the running brooks and 
good in everything." 

Lord Kelvin, ex-president of the as'^o- 
ciation; Sir John lOvans, tbo newly- 
elected president ; Dr. Dawson, direclur 
of the geological survey of Canaila, and 
thirteen other members of the associa- 
tion, will arrive in the city this evening, 
and on Tuesday the whole party will be 
conveyed in a special train to Xanaimo, 
where the coal mines will be visited. 

The reception committeeare attending 
to the material comforts of our distin- 
guished visitors, and Victoria's reputa- 
tion for hospitality is in no danger of be- 
ing jeopardized in the hands of those 
who constitute that body.

W. I''. Gibson has resigned his position 
of superintendent on the Alpba Bell Lil- 
looet to look after his own claims.

RijkevorBel, ol^ Rotterdam, and j rock of the Surprise claim is very rich in 
free gold. 

The Vancouver board of trade are ad- 
vertising in a number of newspapers 
tliat the mines of Klondyke and Stewart 
river are in Canada. 

The latest news from the Athabasra 
Company's mines at Nelson is as fol- 
lows: Three more leads on the property 
have been stripped. The surface show- 
ing indicate them as rich as the first 
lead worked. A wing has been sunk in 
the main tunnel 65 feet, as the tunnel 
dips 35 feet this gives a depth of 100 feet 
while the vein at that depth widens six 
inches. Twenty-four men are employed 
on the property. Tiiree ehipmeiits of 
ore have been made, and the splendid 
returns from these small consigniiientH 
to the Hall smelter liave paid all running 
e.xpenees.

A REASONABLE 

REQUEST REFUSED. 



The people up at Skagway, the ma- 
jority of whom are American citizens, 
seat the following communication to the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce : 

The otlicers in charge of tlie Canadian 
Cuatoma and tlie Northwest Mounted 
Police have informed us that clothing 
inuse, blanlietsand a reasonable amount 
of food would go throuKh free of duty, as 
would also horaes. In the face of thia 
considerate arraneement the United 
States Customs officers are collecting 
^;30 per liead on every horse shipped 
from Canadian porta. This will worli 
an incalculable liardship on the Ameri- 
can people going into tlie Yukon, as the 
Canadian government intends retaliat- 
ing by restoring the duty on all Ameri- 
can horaes crossing the line at the sum- 
mit, which is about half the distance to 
tlio lakes, and for every Canadian going 
tlirough tLiere are more than fifty Ameri- 
cans. \S'e r&iuest that the Chamber of 
Commerce of Seattle take some immedi- 
ate action in having thia matter rectified, 
believing in its so doing that it will be 
benefitting the American public princi- 
pally, as the proportion will be from 
fifty to one hundred to one. 

Thia request would, we imagine, be 
thought reasonable by any one; but the 
Seattle Chamber of Oommerce resolved, 
after consideration, that the matter was 
one in which it could not very well in- 
terfere. 

To those who know what Seattle once 
was and with what alacrity iier people 
responded to every claim upon their 
humanity, thia refusal of the 
Chamber of Commerce seems almost 
incredible. The request vras made by 
American citizens, a very large number 
of whom were reaidents of Seattle. It 
was made in a spirit of international 
comity and in the name of humanity. 
The straits of the people at Skagway are 
serious. If the Canadian customs ofli- 
cials extend to Americans the same 
treatment as American customs officials 
are extending to Canadians, the inevi- 
table BufFering on the Passes will be in- 
tensified beyond measure. But Seattle, 
as represented by her Chamber of Com- 
merce, cares nothing for this. To be 
able to advertise to the world that duty 
must be paid at Skagway on Canadian 
horses is a more important matter in 
the eyes of this, we believe, non-repre- 
sentative body than the welfare of 
hundreds of former neighbors and 
iriends in whose behalf the reijueat is 
preferred. 

We think that we voice the sentiment 
of the people of Victoria when we ex- 
press the hope that the Canadian 
customs officials will not retaliate in the 
manner dreaded by the people at Skag- 
way, but will facilitate iu every way in 
their power the alleviation ol the 
difUculties encountered by the gold- 
eeekera. We have all the right and 
most of the advantage on our side and 
can afford to be generous. Let it be 
shown to the world that while 
Canadian laws must be respected 
alike by citizen and alien, the 
Canadian heart ia ready to respond 
to the dictates of humanity, and will not 
visit upon those who went North in good 
faith the consequences of their errors as 
to what would be required of them or 
those of the hoggisbness of American 
officials. For the future — that ia next 
Eeason— let the law be enforced as rigor- 
ously at Tagish lake as at Victoria. No 
one can any longer plead lack of notice> 
but just now, in the emergency that has 
arisen in the Passes, let the instincts of 
friendship and humanity prevail on the 
part of Canadians at least, 



or among the Wild Kurdish tribes of 
Asia Minor." Ho says the race in these 
countries ia threatened with jihysical 
and moral degeneration, and adds that if 
the present state of things continues for 
a few years the salvation of the 
Jews of Eussia will be hopeless. While 
admitting that the material condition of 
the Jews in Germany and Austria is 
better than in the other countries above 
named, he says they are hold in deep 
aversion even there. He cites a case in 
court where the credibility of a witness 
was impeached because he could not 
swear that his family had not been " free 
from Jewish taint " before the period — 
Ave generations— through v/hich the 
witness could trace his genealogy. Ho 
speaks of a young Austrian officer who 
was refused the right of challenge to a 
duel on the ground that there was 
Jewish blood in his veins, although 
there was very little of it. Nordau says 
that this anti-Semitism ia increasing, 
tliat tlie Jew ia living in a hostilo camp 
the world over, that tlio time has come 
when ho should no longer be called upon 
to ellaca bia uationality, aud ho urges 
the wealthy Jews, who have not felt the 
pangs of this horrible oppression, to come 
to the rescue of their less fortunate 
fellows before it is too late. 

The Zioniat congress of which our 
telegram spoke has been looked forward 
to with great interest by the promoters 
of the movement. There are not wanting, 
however, those who say that the 
movement must fail for the pres- 
ent at least. Dr. Emil Reich is 
one of these. He says that there is 
among educated Jews a decided hostility 
to the movement and intimates that 
most of that class take very little account 
of the i)rophecies, which foretell a new 
Jewish nation. Moreover he aaya that 
Dr. Herzl and Dr. Nordau, who are the 
chief promoters of Zionism make the 
mistake of disregarding religion. " The 
exodus of the Jews of to-day from Eu- 
rope " he says, " can only be made in a 
manner in no way diflerent from that in 
which was achieved the exodiig from 
Egypt some 3,000 yeara ago. A Moses is 
required ; a man full of divine inspira- 
tion and an energy fraught with religi- 
oua zeal. Eeligion ia not, like feuldalisni 
or guilds, a mere phenomeuon of the 
Middle Ages ; it is an historic category, 
au indistructable factor in all national 
life, and, with the Jews, the factor of all 
factors." Certainly one must admit 
that Max Nordau, if we may judge from 
hia famous book " Degeneration," is a 
poor substitute for Moses. 

As a matter of fact a beginning has al- 
ready been made in the direction of re- 
turning the Jews to Palestine. Two 
years ago Bomo colonies were establislied 
in Palestine and though they have had 
rather au uncomfortable time of it with 
the Bedouin Arab."), they have been on 
the whole about as successful as was ex- 
pected and are now nearly self support- 
ing. The Jews of Central Europe under 
favorable circumstances make very good 
colonists. Those who were sent by IJaron 
Hirscli to South America are said to 
have done very well. Wo know 
the Jew in tins country cliielly as 
a trader, but the great majority of the 
race are engaged in husbandry, and, 
when they are free to follow that pur- 
suit without hindrance, almost invari- 
ably make a success of it. 

We are not at all surprised tliat the 
condition of the Jews of Central JOurope 
and Asia Minor appeals to the sympathy 
of the more prosperous membere of the 
race elsewhere. The wonder is that 
Zionism is not more strongly supported 
than it is. It would be in the interest of 
civilization and the peace of the world to 
have a strong Jewish nation eetabliahed 
in Palestine. There would then cease to 
bo any Eastern ([Ueation, which would 
be itself an enormoua gain. The indu- 
ence of such a nation would always be 
on the side of peace, and its presence at 
the eastern end of the Mediterranean 
would completely change the material 
aa well aa the political complexion of 
Southwestern Asia. The movement is 
one of intense interest aud, while very 
many doubt its success, everyone in 
America and Great Britain, at least, 
would be glad to see it succeed. 



Wk uo not know just what the Hon. 
Mr. Martin said at Knmloopa in regard 
to the Bute Inlot-Quesnelle railway sub- 
sidy, but if he stated, as the News- 
Advertiser understands he did, that it 
had nothing to do with the British 
Pacific railway scheme, he said what 
was literally correct. As we understood 
the matter during the session of the 
legislature, the scheme known aa the 
Britisli Pacific railway was before the 
government, and Mr. Martin is said to 
have promised not to support it, The 
scheme was rejected by the government 
and has been abandoned, We do not 
understand that Mr. Martin is charged 
with ever having given a pledge that he 
would oppose aid to any railway from 
the Coast to Cariboo. It is quite true 
that the $4,000 a mile provided for at 
the last session can only be drawn ae 
the law of the Province now stands, by 
the Canada Western Central Railway 
Company, which is popularly known aa 
the British Pacific ; but it is not alleged 
that Mr. Martin ever promised to vote 
against aid being given to that company. 
Mr. Martin fulfilled any promiae ho 
ever made in regard to the British 
Pacific, and it is literally true that the 
subsidy of ^,000 per mile has nothing to 
do with the British Pacific scheme.

The District on the Lardeau Is Called the 
New Klondyke. 

Out of 21 assays recently made of ore 
taken out of the Laile Bros.' claim on 
Gainer Creek the aamplea went .'f"_'00 to 
200 in gold. The aamo ore can be 
found all over two of the claims. A pack 
train of IS horses is now employed pack- 
ing out the ore. There is quite a stiini- 
pedo to Gainer Creek, which ia called in 
the district the new Klondyke. There 
are several leads of the aamo kiiul ot 
roi:k, which in a kin<l of brown spar 
with stringers of ijuartz running 
through it in the Lardeau coun- 
try, which are now being located. 
This rock carries tellurium, a mineral 
which was not previously known to 
otist in the Lardeau country, and which 
is a constant concomittant of gold. This 
very claim, which the Lade Bros, are 
working, was staked aa a galena propo- 
sition, some yeara ago and ahan(lone<l as 
worthleea. The present own(!rs discov- 
ered that it was gold l.iearing by acci- 
dent, One of them broke a piece of the 
rock in two, when something inside held 
the two pieces together. On twisting 
them apart the discovery waa made that 
the link was a small piece of gold. The 
ore on the recently discovered gold bear- 
ing claim on Pool Creek is the same aa 
that on Gainer Greek, and an assay of it 
gave If50 to the ton.— Revelstoke Herald.

YBEY MOCH ALIVE. 

Bythesea Wilson Was Not Slaughtered in 
Soutii Africa. 

The circulation of rumors in regard to 
the alleged death ol men who ultimately 
appear upon tho scene to disprove them 

is getting too cotn.mon. Some time i'.^'o 
very realistic and circumstantial ac- 
count was published of the death of Mr. 
Bythesea 'Wilson , which it was alleged 
had occurred in iMataboleland while ho 
waa convoying dispatches in some of the 
outlying sections of that comparatively 
unsettled country. Indeed, tho story 
eeema almost too good to apoil, but the 
relentless hand of truth has torn away 
the shroud of mystery and romance 
which erstwhile surrounded Mr. Wilson's 
--ported removal from the sphere of 
Hctioa which he still enjoys, and it ia to 
bo hoped will tor long years to come con- 
tinue to adorn. 

So far indeed is Mr. Bythesea Wilson 
from being a corpse, that according to 
advices received by friends in Victoria 
from Ilia sister, ho ia at this i)re8ont mo- 
ment contemplating matrimony. 

It will be remembered that Mr. By- 
thesea Wilaon waa connected for some 
time with tho Bank of British Columbia 
in this city, and hia many friends were 
much grieved by tho receipt of the a])- 
pnrently well authenticated reports of 
his nntimelydecease. That there waa a 
modicum of foundation for tho reported 
death is the only feature in which this 
case dillers from others of a similar na- 
ture. It seems that a C. B. Wilson waa 
killed in South Africa, and the similar- 
ity of names led to the circulation of rii- 
mors which have caused much uneasi- 
Dfiaa to the many who know tho erstwhile 
Victorian -who bears that patronymic.

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General Roberts Dined at the Driard 
Before Leaving Victoria 
for Home. 



TLe Retiriuir Uuiteil States Consul 
Taiies the Good Wishes of 
the City. 



" For he's a jolly good fellow " waa 
the refrain that went echoing after Gen- 
eral W. P. Uoberts, the retiriuy United 
States consul, when he left Victoria hist 
iiiglit. Fourteen prominent citizens 
Bang that sentiment lustily at frequent 
intervala during a farewell banquet 
tendered General Koberta at the Driard, 
and besides that they gave the retiring 
Consul various ealogiatic expressions of 
their esteem. 

Ilia Worship flavor Hedtern presided. 
There was the toast to the Queen, and 
tlieii a letter of re^^ret waa read from 
General Koberta' Buccessor in otEce, 
Abnihani IC. Smith. Said he: 

" I re^^ret very much that a previoua 
engagement will prevent my acceinaiice, 
and that I am, therefore, compelled to 
forego the pleasure of meeting on that 
occasion the representative citizens of 
Victoria who will gather at that time to 
bid farewell to the genial and gallant 

I, 'entleman who haa so ably and so suc- 
cessfully represented the United States 
in this beautiful city during the past 
three years. 

"I shall esteem myselt fortunate if, 
during the time I may have the honor to 
fill the post 80 recently occupied by 
General Roberts, I may be as fortunate 
as he has been iu winning the regard 
and good-will of the beat ])eople resi- 
dent at this important port, while at tlie 
same time steadfastly endeavoring to ad- 
vance the diversified interests of the 
citizens of the great American republic. 

" Social amenities such as those you 
enjoy tliia evening tend to weld yet 
closer in mutual respect and affection all 
people of this great continent regardless 
of political and geographical divisions, 
and demonstrate anew what a British 
admiral once declared, that ' blood is 
thicker than water,' and a true man is 
honored ' for a' that.' " 

"The President of the United States" 
was then proposed by the Mayor, who 
spoke briefly but fittingly of tlie close re- 
latioiisiiip betiveen Canada and the great 
country to the Eouth of ua, exjireagiiig 
the wiali that the tiea between the coun- 
tries be yet more closely drawn as the 
vears no on. 

The toast to ( ienoral Roberta waa pro- 
posed by Mr. Tliomas Karle, M.P. 

" It is nay sincere pleasure," said he, 
" to do honor to this genial gentleman 
who haa ao popularized himself among 
all oar people, iiaaineaa men especially 
have had occasion to come frequently 
in contact with General Roberts, and 
have ever found him moat courteona 
and obliging. At all timea, whenever 
he haa had opportunity he has put in a 
good wortl for Canada and for British 
Columbia. We are only doing justice iu 
wieliing him health and pro8j)urity." 

Here they sang, "For He's a Jolly 
(Jood Fellow," ami gave three clieere for 
(iuiieral and Mrs. Jioberta. Then Gen- 
eral Roberts responded with much feel- 
ing. He spoke of tiia early impressions 
of Victoria and of coming so far away 
from his homo. He said it reminded 
him at that time of a boy in North 
Carolina who had been travelling on 
mule-back with his father all day. 

"Oh, pap," said he, "if this ye'r 
-world is aa big the other way as it is 
ihia, it's a whopper." But be soon felt 
in hia residence here that the Canadian 
eoil waa his own. 

" Since I have been here I have ex- 
])erienced the kindest and most polite 
ireatineiit from everybody," said the 
General — " noihing but the most splen- 
did courtesy from the most common 
'longshoreman to the greatest man in 
the land. I sever my connection here 
with regret, and as I go back home you 
may r(^8t aeaured that whenever I hear 
that tiie Dominion and Province are 
doing well, it will always win from me 
a feeling of heartiest gladness." 

In conclusion General Roberta pro- 
posed the health of the Mayor. This 
was drunk standing.

Most of 
the men who iire now at bttagway or in 
the mountains expect to get into the 
Yukon country before tlio snow lliea.

1 am atili working, and 
if I work for wages thia winter I expect 
to get an ounce a day, or more. I may 
get a lav yet and make a stake. 

" It is terribly hot here at present — 
Victoria ia not in it. Yet I would not 
miaa thia chance for anything. I would 
like to let the boy a know all about this 
place, but I do not want to encourage 
anyone to come in, for there ia no use 
talking, it is a rough trip, with dangers 
and privations and bardsliijia on every 
side. I had to liiid them out, and 1 
gueas they had belter do the same. 

" A young fellow left here on llie last 
boat with ^25,000. He uaed to drive a 
dray in Victoria. Twenty-five tliousand 
is common euougli luck here. 

" Tills is the hottest town 1 ever 
struck. Moose meat is 75 cents a !)ound 
and Boino of it ia about aa tougfi as Daw- 
son City. Por fish, we have trout, gray- 
ling and suckers — the same kind that 
are in the St. John river. Papers are 
three montha old when we get them. 

" It will take quite a sum to provide 
for the long winter as everything is bo 
dear. Many have worked BO bard that 
they are not able to keep it up. The big 
wages set them crazy, and ihey over- 
worked themselves. I heard there was 
a man juat arrived from Ottawa to buy 
up idaiiiia. 1 wish 1 had one to sell. I 
will have one yet, for I intend to remain 
here until I do get a stake — and I don't 
intend to atop long either. We are 
charged one dollar each for sendint; our 
letters out. I hope you ilon't have to 
pay that to send yours in." 

Another Kloiiily ke letter of tlie same 
date is from l-red. Stuart, who gives the 
newsthat Roas Lckardt and hia brother, 
of thia city, have been fortunate in two 
or three speculations recently, and the 
former will in conaequence bring out 
^25,000 or $50,000 when he comes out for 
the winter. Macaulay, hia partner, has 
disposed of a lot at Dawaon, which coat 
him .to, 000 laat seaaon, for $12,000, and 
he, too, has been lucky in individual in- 
veslnients. 

Stuart says that there are now fully four 
tons of gold on the way down, the ereater 
part on the eleamer Weare, with which 
the I'ortlaiul failed to connect on her 
last trip, but which should have arrived 
in St, Michael's in time to connect with 
the steamer Cleveland, now on her way 
down and due at any time after Monday 
next.

The second member of the party, a 
frail-looking highly cultured lady, who 
would seem to be more at home " call- 
ing " in Park Lane or cantering gently 
in Rotten Row, is Mrs. Cecil, whose hus- 
band is a nephew of Lord Salisbury. 
The fascination of theyellow metal is the 
sole influence which has brought thorn 
to try their fortunes in the frozen north. 
Gold hunting would seem to be inherent 
in the Cecil blood, for who has not heard 
of the experience wliich the burly Mar- 
quis himself has had in tlie gold mining 
districts of Australia'? 

Mrs. David Shand, who makes up this 
trio of brave women knows better than 
anyone can tell her what to expect on 
journey over the White Pass, for her 
hushand is no stranger to the trail, hav- 
ing put in some years in tlie now much 
talked of Klondyke country, and she 
says " Nothing is so bad in the realisa- 
tion as it appears to be in anticipation."

A DREADFDL STORY. 

Nack Says His Wife Uurdered Children 
Systematically for a Living. 

New Yohk, Sept, 2. — District Attor- 
ney Olcott made public to-day the state- 
ment made by Herman Nack, husband 
of Mrs. Augusta Nack, who is in the 

Tombs now with Martin Thiren, charged 
witli the murder of Win. Guildeeupjio. 
Nack states that hia wife made a living 
tliroiigh tlie murder of children. That 
atie was a ao-called midwife, but never 
had a diploma. At one time, Nack de- 
clared she had as many as six children 
preserved in spirits in bottles in his 
room. He adda that she murdered from 
one to three each year for a period of 
from eight to ten years. Nack also al- 
leges that Ids wife was assisted by ]iliy- 
fiicians. He mentions undertakers' 
names and charges botli phyaiciana ami 
undertakers with comjilicity witli his 
wife. He saya that they aided 
her in making away with the bodies 
of the dead chililren. The state- 
ment was got from Nack by .Assistant 
Attorney .Michaol, who has been work- 
ing to get evii^lence from him as to his 
wife's hist(n-y. The statement waa pre- 
pareil yesterday and signed by N'auk at 
the othce of tlic district attorney. In 
the beginning of the at.atement Herman 
Nack states that he came to New York 
from Germany in 1886. His wife arrived 
here a few months before he did. He 
declares that her maiden name is .Vii- 
gusta PuBsat, and that she was born in 
Lonway-on-Elbe in Germany. Then 
follows the entire career of both himself 
and of his wife for the next ten years.

New steamer for Use^on the Yukon 
Beaches the Coast by 
Bailroad. 



The "Danube" Busy Loading: the 
Material for the Oonstruction 
of Another. 



According to the Post-Intelligencer, a 
whole steamer has been shipped over- 
land from Toledo to ply upon the waters 
of the Yukon. Five freight cars were 
used for transportation from the coast. 

The task of taking her to pieces and 
loading her on the train waa by no 
means a small one. The steel plates 
overlapped in such fashion as to make 
the problem of fitting them into car 
lengths an intricate and complicated 
one. When Captain Comings passed 
through Chicago, both Mr. Cudahy and 
Mr. AVoare, of the N. A. T. & T. Co. 
paid him cordial compliments on the ex 
pedition shown. Ilia contract called for 
landing the steamer in Seattle by Sep 
tember 10. He is just one week ahead 
of time. 

At first it waa decided to send the 
Valley City, which is hereafter to 
known as the John C. Barr, north on 
the Cleveland, but it waa ascertained 
that that vessel had not sufficient deck 
room, and ao it has been decided to 
make the shipment on the Portland 
leaving Seattle September 10. 

The company intend to put at least 
20 boats on the upper Y'ukon. These, 
it ia estimated, will have a capacity of 
from 200 to 000 paaeengers. 

The Valley City, or, as she will hence- 
forth be called, the John C. Barr, will 
have a complete electric light plant, 
giving her 100 lamps of l(i-candle power, 
besides her searchlights. She has a 
steel hull, and ten water-tight compart- 
ments, which render the sinking of the 
steamer almost an impossibility. Her 
commander will be Captain D. H. Tal 
bott, of Sioux City, Iowa. Captain 
Cominge is of the opinion that some of 
the later steamers built for the Yukon 
may be on the same general plan as 
these boats that have been able to churn 
up the ice on the lakes and pound out a 
passage when other steamers had to re 
port that navigation was closed.
